Byron. A Journal reporter drew near 
the scene of the Illumination and was 
ushered into the presence of Financial 
Secretary Bechtel of the Nevada Pow- 
er, Light and Water Company, a gen- 
tleman whose adipose alone makes him 
a (It representative of a "bloated mon- 
opoly." 


Mr. Bechtel Is not seeking any no- 


toriety for his company, but he is will- 
ing to answer pertinent questions, es- 
pecially if they are asked In the true 
spirit of the knowledge seeker. 


From time immemorial H has been 


the accepted custom to rail at corpora- 
tions, monopolies, syndicates, trusts 
and everything else that we socialists 
don't own ourselves In fee simple. Be- 
fore we criticise the company In ques- 
tion It might be Just as well to post 
ourselves on the facts at Issue. 


"Is the company keeping pace with 


the growth of the city In the matter 
of water mains?" 


"We are doing everything Mr. Jour- 


nal, that we can to supply every por- 
tion of the town with water under 
pressure adequate for fire purposes 
even at the time of a general conflag- 
ration. 
At present we are relaying 


mains all over the city, putting In lar- 
ger pipes. 
The main on Mill street 


Is being extended five hundred feet. 
It will be laid as far as the new brew- 
ery and will be large enough to accom- 
modate the dense population and large 
demand we expect from that neigh- 
borhood before another year passes. 


"The 
Mill street main is also being 


extended to the city limits. A large 
pipe is being laid on State street.- In 
the course of a very short time we will 
have all the old mains replaced by 
larger pipes. 


As to the gas plant, we are moving 


in that matter as rapidly as possible. 
A meeting of the stockholders in the 
company Is being held today In San 
Francisco. 
They will decide whether 


to reconstruct the old plant or build 
an entirely new one. I am In favoi 
of the latter. 
If this action Is taken 


the plant will probably be located 
oh><)e to the Southern Pacific tracks, 
in order to obtain crude oil, which is 
being considered for use in making 
g<»s. 


"The present mains will then be re- 


placed by new ones or used as laterals 
They have nearly all bee\i laid since 
•JS". 


"As to the plans of the company re- 


garding the' water supply, I may say 
that the pumping system will not be 
used. 
Considerable money was ex- 


pended during the past season In drill- 
ing wells, but tre supply will not prove 
adequate. 
At present rate of usage 


the reservoir, which contains 20,000,- 
000 gallons, would be exhausted In 
about three days. 


"During February more water was 


used than ever before In the history 
of the city 
This was due to taps be- 


ing left open to prevent fieezlng. The 
mains that froze and bursted were all 
the old ones Hid by the foimer com- 
pany 
The new imins stood the test 


of the extreme cold. All the old mains 
will be replaced :is rapidly a.s pos- 
sible. 


"Since the pumplns system is to be 


abandoned the (ompnny will nt once 
begin to install an extensive and cost- 
ly set of filters that w ill give Reno a 
pure, clear water supply. 


"Dally the electric lighting system Is 


being extended. The company Is con- 
necting all buildings where the wiring 
is In conformity with the rules nec- 
essary for safety. It does not matter 
•whether the company does the wiring 
or not. 


"It is rumored that the Truckee Riv- 


er General Electric Company will in a 
short time replace its flume at Mystic 
with one of twke the present capacity 
and then there will be a large increase 
In the uses to which electricity is put 
nt present."

SHORT time- since the Rev. William Rader deliv- 
ered in Sun Francisco a very sensible sermon «p 


Ihe race question in the South, that is to s;iy his, conclu- 
sions i\ere sensible- even while the soundness of his reas- 
oning on some of t:ie points covered may tie at least doubt- 


ful.

Referring to Senator Tillm.m's statement that the peo- 


ple of the Nui th do not understand Uie negro question, 
Mr. Racier said. 


"Senator Tillinan must not suppose that we in 
the 


North are ignorant of the negro. "We have an immense 
population of them here — in Kansas 52,000, in Indiana 
JEs',090. and in New Jersey, Illinois, Ohio, New York and 
Pennsylvania -107,000. In Iloston is a black population of 
12.000, in Cincinnati 15.000. Indianapolis 16,000. Pittsburg 
17.000, C'hka^o Stt.nOO NV\\ York 61.000 and in Philadelphia 
63.0UO." 


The foregoing figures look somewhat formidable when 


viewed in the abstract, but after .ill it should be remem- 
bered Ih.it lame as they seem to>l>e, thfy constitute but a 
veiy fitiiall fr.ution of the population of iHr states and cit- 
ies named. The ncgtoes are r,,n numerous enough any- 
whetf In the North to domin tte thp whites politically un- 
der any conceivable circumstances. Ever> where north of 
the Potomac- and the Ohio the negro is ignored both po- 
litically and soi i.illy oy those who assume the greatest in- 
dignatH'ii o\ «-r h'.* alleged w:onB» in the South. The Re- 
puhluvio ne\(i dieam cf nominating a negro for any el- 
ective, oMU'p, and it is seldom that a member of that par- 
ty w i l l n-cogniy..- a black man as a social equal, except 
In a theoretical \\iiy. The Republicans of the North seek 
to hold the negro vote by constantly hnrpinp upon- the con- 
dition nf the colored race in the South. 


The nmthein man can only comprehend the o,uesticin in 


that section by putting himself in th» southern man's place. 
Dr. Rader seems cle.uly to apjtiec lute this, for a little fur- 
ther on he says: 


"PresHent Roosevelt gave a dinner to a negro, and 


shocked the South. He appointed jj Custom House officer
